Mansfield said Monday's decisive 
defeat of cloture meant “ it is going 
to be more difficult than anticipated 
to get this bill passed. It looks

But 
Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott

The Lompoc City Council raised 
the tax rate 10 cents to $1.24 in 1966- 
67. It remained the same until last 
year when it suddenly shot to $1 68 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
During

salary increases were 
gradual. Since the 44 cent tax rate 
increase there have been some 
startling increases. 
The most dramatic increase is 
shown in the 1971-72 preliminary 
b u d g e t 
p r e s e n t l y 
u n d e r 
consideration by the City Council. 
However, 
an

month 
salary 
agreement between the council and 
city employe negotiating groups 
runs until December, consequently 
the council apparently will not be 
discussing salaries during present 
budget sessions. 
The present preliminary budget 
reveals a $2,035 pay increase for the

city 
a d m in istra to r, 
recently upgraded from assistant to 
the city administrator; 
a $1,725 
increase 
for 
the 
public 
works 
director;

adm in istrato r; 
$1,180 
for 
the

ordered to run a special test on their 
main engine today to see if a control 
system

enough to scrub a moon landing 
Friday. 
The crucial test was set for 2:04 
p.m. EDT. 
Astronauts David R. Scott, Alfred 
M. Worden and Jam es B. Irwin were 
directed to attempt to fire a brief 
burst from the engine to make a 
minor course change. 
Flight Director Glynn S. Lunnev 
said there were about two chances 
out of three the rocket would work 
using makeshift control procedures, 
and clear the way for the lunar 
landing. 


The problem posed no danger to 
the astronauts. Even if the moon 
landing was called off, they would 
be able to return safely to earth. 
“ It's not a question of safety in 


anybody's mind." Lunney said 
t h e astronauts awoke at 11 a.m. 
EDT today after a long night's sleep 
and were told of the special test.

OCEAN FISHING 
Whilst some of the peats have disappeared from the 
ocean, salmon fishing out of Port San Luis still is on the 
spotty side. Bottom fishing, fair to good in the Pecho Rock 
area, also for the party boats to Point Sal. A bit too far 
away for the average small boat fisherman. 
Surf fishing has picked up. with good morning high tides. 
We fished Guadalupe Beach with good success, taking some 
sizeable barred perch. Only trouble here was with the 
small-bait stealers. They have us where they want us. A 
large hook they will strip off and a small hook is too small 
for the barred perch. Just no justice, but we survived. 
We like this little beach because no wading is needed. 
Also the simplicity of the beach, an oiled parking lot, with 
toilets all fenced in within a hundred yards of the ocean. 
Local beaches could take a lesson from Santa Barbara 
County when it comes to simplifying fishing facilities for a 
small amount of money, instead of talking in the thousands 
for a lake or beach access. The area does not cater to sun 
bathers and tourist attractions, just a good fishing spot. 
Morro Bay reports that the Albacore are some fifty miles 
out at sea. though some of the larger boats have located the 
schools and brought in a few fish. However, at this moment 
there are no party boats being advertised, but things could 
break open any time. So albacore fishermen should keep in 
touch with Virg Moores and other boat operators out of 
Morro Bay. Moore's day boat out of San Simeon still fishing: 
almost virgin territory, and coming in with near limits of 
bottom fish. 
The DFG's Anadromous Fisheries Branch reports that 
salmon fishing along the north coast has been, and 
continues to be, fabulous Sampling by DFG biologists 
showed that 253 anglers caught 753 salmon one week out of 
Trinidad, for a fantastic 2.98 fish per rod. Considering there 
is a limit of three salmon this is a remarkable showing. 
According to the release from the DFG most of the catch 
were silvers in the 6 to 8 pound class, with a sprinkling of 
large kings. 
Lower south in the Bodega Bay area, heavy winds have 
kept fishing effort to a minimum, with fair results. Hottest 
spot along the central coast is off San Francisco. where 
party boats have been averaging 1.5 fish per rod 
Predictions are that this year's ocean sports catch should 
exceed the 1970 landings of 184,000 salmon. 
FRESH W A TER FISHING 
As usual Lake Nacimiento tops the fishing story, though 
things have sort of eased up in this popular lake, according 
to Dick Kelsey, manager of the recreational facility. The 
warm weather has driven most of the fish into the deep cool 
water, and it takes a little more “ know how' to attract 
them. Early morning and late evening anglers are doing all 
right. White bass are still leading the way with large 
schools breaking water early and late in the day. Limits are 
easy to achieve, and care must be taken in the excitement 
not to take beyond the five fish limit. Large mouth bass also 
are early morning risers, and limits are common of fish in 
the two pound class. Lunkers are still very elusive. Catfish 
being caught at nights with anchovies and crawlers. 
Margarita Lake reports bass up to four pounds being 
taken, with crappie also coming close in to shore. Best 
spots could be the deep water past the swimming pool. But 
like any other fishing the best spot is where one finds fish, 
and no prediction can be made as to where to find them! 
Lopez Lake hot on sun fish. Some good strings of trout 
taken by trolling bait fishing in the vicinity of the dam 
where the water is deep, but unaccessible w ithout a boat. 
Both Cachuma and Casitas lakes are enjoying some 
excellent bass fishing, but trout are just not hitting. 
Cachuma has not been stocked lately, and has a very heavy 
pressure, we have no information as to when the planting 
program will be resumed, either by the DFG or private 
interests. 


Hot weather in northern and central California has eased 
things up 
during the day time. Here again the early 
morning agnler is doing all right. 
In the Sacramento River (Red Bluff Tehama Area) and 
attending tributaries, fishing is starting to hit a high peak, 
with water clear and cold. 
On the San Joaquin, water is clear and cold with fair to 
good fishing in 
all areas. Here we find Florence, 
Huntington and Bass Lakes full with good fishing, with deep 
trolling recommended. 
In the Kern River district, things fairly quiet during the 
daytime, clear cold water, but weather hot. and fish 
seeking the deep cool spots. Isabella a good bet for trout, 
using deep running lures. 
Vandalism again rears its ugly head in the D FG ’s 
Imperial Wildlife Area near Niland. when the entire public 
fishing program was almost wrecked. It will be some time 
before it recovers. Since the opening of five former catf ish 
rearing ponds, limit catches of 10 pound channel cats had 
been common. 


At daybreak July 9 it was discovered that vandals had 
removed the flash boards that maintain the water level on 
11 ponds. After thus lowering the water until the fish were 
Loncentrated in holes, the culprits apparently dip-netted 
and made off with an undetermined amount of cat fish and 
bass The worst of it was that this happened when the ponds 
could not be immediately refilled, as the feed ditch was 
being overhauled. Another ditch could not be used as it was 
used on croplands newly sprayed Most of the remaining 
fish survived as there was a break in the weather, with high 
humidity and enough wind to stir oxygen into the water. 
We have often been criticized for not “ pin pointing one 
time hot fishing spots. As any experienced fisherman or 
hunter knows, what was a hot spot one week, can be no such 
thing in a lew days. Anytime we recommend a certain 
locality, it is from a general point of view, not telling 
anyone to fish by a certain tree or rock, and the fish will 
sure be biting! So we do not stick our neck out we try and 
present the general facts, and the angler must use his 
know-how from there on Many years ago we often fell for 
this line, and were greeted with the old chestnut about 
being “ here last week.”

it may surprise you to 
hear it, but there are still 
some openings for college 
freshmen this fall. The trick 
is to find them. 


With six of every 10 high 
school graduates looking for 
some form of higher educa­ 
tion, there’s no doubt that 
s c h o o l s are close to the 
bursting point. These empty 
seats, then, are not for the 
lack of candidates. All they 
prove is that the selection 
process is not 100 per cent 
efficient. 


What happens is this. In 
the mad spring rush to make 
some kind of connection, stu­ 
dents 
apply 
at 
s e v e r a l 
s c h o o l s . K n o w i n g this, 
schools accept more students 
than they can actually han­ 
dle with the expectation that 
some will go elsewhere. 
While this rather haphaz­ 
ard matching process works 
well on the whole, it inevita­ 
bly misfires in particular in­ 
stances. 


Admissions 
officers 
rou­ 
tinely find that their esti­ 
m ates have fallen slightly 
short, and that they are left 
with empty seats. 


S t u d e n t s , on the other 
hand, 
occasionally 
fail 
to 
gain acceptance at any of 
the schools they tried for, 
and so are left temporarily 
stranded. The trick 
is 
to 
m atch the unattached stu­ 
dent to the college that still 
has an empty space 


W hat’s needed, of course, 
is a clearinghouse w h e r e 
these 
two 
halves 
can 
be 
made into a whole. F'ortu- 
nately, there is such a clear­ 
inghouse In fact, there are 
three of them. 
All are n on p r o f i t opera­ 
tions that charge a modest 
fee for their services. Their 
routines may vary slightly, 
but all are essentially the 
sam e procedure. 


A letter to the clearing­ 
house will bring the pros­ 
pective student a form to be 
filled out. It’s a comprehen­ 
sive questionnaire that pro­ 
vides enough information to 
expedite the placement proc­ 
ess. 
The student is also re ­ 
quired to provide a tran ­ 
script of his high school rec­ 
ord. 
.Armed with these facts, 
the clearinghouse then dis­ 
tributes this m a t e r i a l to 
suitable 
schools 
that 
still 
have openings in their fresh­ 


man classes this fall. From 
there on. schools and stu­ 
dents deal with each other at 
a rm ’s length. 


Many of the colleges that 
still have openings are small 
and less well-known. Most 
have good reputations, how­ 
ever. and can be e a s i l y 
checked out in college guides .

troughs, drainage ditches, 
street gutters, catch basins, 


creeks and tree holes — in 
short, any water that is 
allowed to stand for even a 
few days. 
If you find that you have 
water on your premises that 
might produce mosquitoes, 
you can (1) drain, empty, 
fill or seal off the water 
source, (2) stock your pools 
or ponds with mosquito- 
eating fish, or (3) with 
caution, treat the water

You can protect yourself
